What Eight Richmond JPhysicians

The
expressions came from eight of
the best physicians in the city
who stated their practice called
them into the country to a great
extent. Their answers are as
follows : . ;

Physician No. 1 I'had one case
of typhoid-feve- r in the city and
not even a case of measles in the
country, although I hve an ex-

tensive' practices 'Yesterday is
the first day I have not received
a ' cair to the . country for more
than a' month.

Physician No. 2 I might say
that the health' of the city and
county was never better, especiaL
ly for this time of the year. I
have a case of scarlet - fever, in
mild form, and two mild cases of
typhoid fCver in the city, or rath-
er near it. . I wduld advise peo-
ple' to eat plenty of fruit, but not
while their bodies are heatei
from work:

Physician No. 3 'I don't believe
I have a' single case of what you
might call contagious disease in
any formk.- - I. am completely out
of this, I'm glad to say, although
my practice takes me into the
country as"niuch as about the
city.

Physician No. 4 Now, while' I
ihave but one contagious disease
anci tnat not in an acute iorm, i
would advise people when eating,
to do so when they have rested
from their, daily work. This is
the trouble. They will eat while
their bodies are heated, and disen-tery'- is

generally the result, unless
it is stomach trouble.

.Physician No. 5 Dysentery,
caused by ..overeating sometimes,
and eating while too warm, is the
cause of most of the sickness,

I am surprised,
upon learning of the conditions
elsewhere, for I have, heard of
epidemics of this and that, but
there is very little sickness now.

Physician No. 7 You are a
good Samaritan this hot weather
to take the trouble to acquaint
the public with the condition of
affairs, w hich I am glad to declare
are good, but the best and most
important new s, you publish is the
precautionary measure relative to
eating cooked stuff during the hot
period. The food should not only
be thoroly cooked, but should not
be partaken of while the body is
overheated, or much above nor-
mal, for there' is the danger. Wait
or rest till you are thoroly cooL
ed, then eat what and as much as
ypu like, and you will not become
ill, no matter what the tempera-
ture. x It is the heat of your body
that starts things when you-hav- e

eaten.
Physician No. 8 It is really

strange that there are so few-case- s

of contagious diseases in
the city and count-- . It may not
last, for within a period of sixty
hours, there may be something in
the way of an epidemic started,
however, it is all the way one
partakes of food during the'heat-e- d

term. Watch yourself as well
as the food you eat, drink plenty
of good water, but not when your
body is all heat up.
